
AMENDMENT TO H.R. 4 

OFFERED BY MR. ROHRABACHER OF CALIFORNIA 

At the end of title V of the bill, add the following: 

SEC. ll. DISINFECTION OF COMMERCIAL AIRCRAFT. 1

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 180 days after the 2

date of enactment of this Act, the Administrator of the 3

Federal Aviation Administration shall issue a final rule 4

regarding disinfection of commonly touched surfaces of 5

commercial aircraft. 6

(b) CONSIDERATION.—In carrying out subsection (a), 7

the Administrator shall consider — 8

(1) which commonly touched areas should be 9

disinfected in the seating areas, lavatories, galleys, 10

and other areas of the aircraft; 11

(2) which microorganisms should be targeted; 12

(3) how frequently disinfection should take 13

place; and 14

(4) what disinfecting methods are safe and ap-15

propriate. 16
